night threw his support to the 
federal amendment for woman 
suffrage 
On the eve of the vote on suf¬ 
frage in the house twelve 
dem- 
ocratic

word 
that 
many of their colleagues 
wanted 
advice from the 
head of their 
party as to the 
position 
they 
should take 
There was a 
con- 
ference 


¬ 
of forty minutes the re- 
sult

was described in 
this statement 
dictated 
by the 
president himself and made pub- 
lic

by the delegation 
The 
committee 
found 
that 
the president had not felt at lib ¬ 
erty to volunteer his advice 
to 
members of congress in this

we 
sought his advice he very frankly 
and earnestly advised us to vote 
for the amendment as an act of 
right and justice to the women 
of the countryand oftheworld

them privately were conceding 
defeat 
A large majority of the 
republicans in the house 
have 
been 
counted 
upon 
to support 
the amendment and enough dem- 
ocrats

the presidents influence to swing
